WHAT THE OFFICIALS BAY. | 

The officials of the Rock Island road are 
endeavoring to fix the responsibility for the 
accident, and it is intimated that they are in- 
clined to put the blame on the shoulders of 
Engineer Twombly of the freight. Ugiy 
stories are afloat about him, and itis said he 
has been a hard drinker for many years, his 
habits causing him to be discharged fre- 
quently, and that he has been rein- 
because of the influence of 
his father, the master mechanic. 
Superintendent H. F. Royce and Division 
Superintendent Chamberlain, however, say 
they are confident that he was not drunk. 

„ Twombiy I saw as much of as any engi- 


neer on the road, said Mr. Royce yesterday. 


“Ihave known him since he was a boy. 
He used to be*a hara drinker, I under- 
stand, but my opinion is he has 
been an abstainer for several years. 
I am. satisfied from what I can learn 
he was not drunk. Il would not have a man 
on the road who was in the habit of drinking 
—but then the master mechanic often has 
more to say about such matters than the 
general superintencent. . I have had no 
chance to talk to the conductor of his train. 
and until I see him I cannot say whether I 
shall hold him partially responsible.” 
Whether there was a danger light on the 
rear platform of tne telescoped car there is 
some dispute. The conductor of the train 
says there was and Twombly says there was 
not.

Dr. R. v. Pierce's Great Mining Enterprise 
Collap-es— Loss, 2.000, 000. 

Burraro, N. T., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—One 
of the largest mining enterprises of late 
years has collapsed and the net loss is $2,000,- 
000. The enterprise alluded to is the Big 
Bend Tunnel and Mining company. with the 
principal office in this city and branch at Big 
Bend, Butte county, Cal. The field of opera- 
tions is at the latter place. The capital stock 
of the company is $20,000,000, of which $2,000, - 
000 has been paid in ard sunk almost beyond 
redemption itis feared by the stockholders. 
The president of the company is Ray V. 
Pierce, M. D., of this city. Dr. Pierce is the 
head of the enterprise, and owns from 60 to 
70 per cent of the stock. The silarehoiders 
are widely scattered throughout the country, 
and some of them are doubtless feeling pretty 
blue over their exploded visions of fabulous 
pong to be derived from the possession of 
ag ek the Big Bend scheme. | 
ather river in Butte county, Califor- 
ia is rich in its deposits of gold, and the 
north fork of the river, called Big Bend, was 
always considered particularly rich in the 
way ot gold deposits in its gravelly bed. A 
friend of Dr. Pierce’s called his attention to 
tuese deposits, and about five vears ago Dr. 
Pierce organized the Big Bend Tunnel and 
Mining company. The scheme was to divert 
the stream from its natural through a 
huge tunnel, thus exposing ic golden 
deposits supposed to be ly g the bot- 
tom of the river. 

Visions of untold wealth charmed the stock- 
holders, and there never was any difficuity 
in disposing of the stock as fast as it was of- 
fered on the market. The expectations of 
the shareholders were of the most sanguine 
sort and many predicted that Dr. Pierce 
would become the richest man in America. 
Every shareholder confidently expected to 
become a millionaire. 

-Alas, these dreams have come to naught, 
for the bed of the north fork has been 
drained and found to contain far more gravel 
and bowlders than gold. So many are the 
bowlders, in fact, that it costs as much to get 
them out of the way as the gold found 
amounts to. In an official bulletin, in an- 
nouncing the failure of the scheme, Dr. 
Pierce says: But after all our efforts, and 

much as we regret to acknowledge the fact, 
we are quite prepared to admit that at pres- 
ent we see no prospect of realizing our for- 


-mer expectations with respect to these 


mines.

Sanatoca, M N. ‘Sept 28. [Special. 
The New York Republican state convention, 
which assembled here at noon today and ad- 
journed early this evening, placed in nomi- 
pation what is conceded to be a strong ticket. 
While the hand of Thomas C. Platt was 
plainly observed in the machinelike move- 
ment and rapidity with which everything 
glided forward, yet sufficient concessions 
were made to the Warner Miller faction to 
prevent any friction and jarring. On this 
basis it muy fairly be said to have been an 
exceedingly harmonious body. Save in the 
matter of associate. justice of the court of 
appeals but one name was presented in each 
instance, and the nominations proceeded 
with processionlike regularity, as it the pro- 
ceedings had been rehearsed. The first nom- 
ination was made at 4:50 p. m., the second at 
4:58, third at 5:01, fourth at 5: 10, fifth at 5:14, 
and two candidates were presented for the 
sixth and last at 5:18 p. m. 

The address of Chauncey M. Depew, the 
temporary chairman, was one of his charac- 
teristic and able efforts, and was received 
with tremendous applause. It was a mag- 
nificent tribute to tne Republican party, 
‘which during the last quarter of a century 
has proved itself the best able to cope with 
and handle the various complicated ques- 
ons of good government. 

Mn. DEPEW'S SPEECH. _ 

Mr. Depew spoke substantially as follows: 

Gentlemen: I return you my thanks ~~ 
high honor conferred in selecting me to p 
over your deliberations.

Now he finds hiwself again the minister of for- 
eigu affairs and tne President who appointed 
him—a broad, comprehensive, and liberal mind- 
ed state¢man—in full harmony with his views. 
The ruapifi and peaceful evolution in the material 
conditions for half a century have given a larger 
scope and grander meaning to the famous doc- 
trine of Monroe. It will find expression in the 
congress which our administration has invited 
to meet next month at Washington, in whicn 
will be ftepresented the republics of North and 
South America.

The con vention's choice for attorney gen- 
eral was Gen. James M. Varnum of New 


York city, who nas on more than one occa- 


sion represented his district in legislative 
halis. He is also a veteran. William V. 
Van Rensselaer of Seneca Falls, Seneca 
county, who received the nomination for 
state engineer and surveyor, was defeated 
for the same office in 1885. He was a mem- 
ber of the engineer corps during the late 
war. 

Judge Albert Haight of Buffalo, Erie 
county, defeated Judge Alfred ©. Coxe of 
Utica, Oneida county, for the nomination for 
associate justice of the court of appeals. He 
is looked upon as one. of the leading jurists 
in western New York, and for eighteen 
years has occupied the bench Judge 
Haight is at present a member of the second 
division of the court of appeals. 

The ticket as a whole is an exceptionally 
clean one, and Democrats will find it aiffi- 
cult to adversely criticise it. The platform 
pronounces in favor ef protection to every- 
thing American, and denounces Gov. Hill 
for vetoing hgalthful and necessary bills 
passed by the Republican legislature. The 
majority of the deiegatés left tonight for 
their respective homes.

AMERICAN BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Opening of the Annual Convention at Kan- 
sas City—The Day's Proceedings. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 25.—The annual 
convention ot the American Bankers’ asso- 
ciation met here today. The convention is 
the Jargest ever held by the baakers, fully 
1,000 being present from all paris of the 
country. 

President Charles Parsons of St. Louis 
called the convention to order at the Warder 
Grand operahouse at 11 o’clovk. Joseph 8. 
Chick. on behalf of the Kansas City ciearing- 
house, extended the bankers’ welcome to the 
delegates. Mayor Davenport weicomed them 
on behali of the city and Gov. Francis on be- 
halt of the state. 

President Parsons responded on behalf of 
the delegates and delivered the opening ad- 
dress. He recommended, in this connection. 
that the convention consider the following 
topics: International circulation, a uniform 

of lading, uniform paper for the drawing 
— bills of exchange, and a national clearing 


use. 

Mr. William P. St. Jokn of New York then 
read an abie technical paper on legal tender. 
He expressed himself as opposed to a free 
coinage and outlined as a substitute the 
proposition that the Secretary of the Treas- 

uired to buy and coin $4,000,- 
000 worth of silver bullion each month; 
providing that not more than 99 
cents, or 4124; grains of silver, be the amount 
of silver to be contained in a silver dollar; 
that with the coinage of silver the legal ten- 
der notes of the government be withdrawn, 
dollar for dollar, as the silver is issued, and 
that gold and silver certificates be made le- 
galtender. Mr. St. John contended that the 
plan solved the great question of retiring 
the legal tender notes of the government 
rapidly and without diminishing the sum of 
money in circulation. In a careful argument 
he explained and defended the plan. 

A motion to recommend to Congress such 
action as was outlined in Mr. St. John’s 
— 4 was referred to the abpropriate com- 
mit 


At this point the interstate commerce com- 
missioners, who were holding a session in 
the city, entered the convention hall, by in- 
vitation. Judge Cooley, Messrs. Schoon- 
maker, Morrison, Veasey, and Bragg re- 
sponded with short speeches to calls made 
upon them by the delegates. 

The report made by John Jay Knox of New 
York, the president of the executive council, 
recommended for the provision of an article 
dividing the executive council in three 
parts, so that one-third of it might be elected 
each year, the term of office being made 
three years, and that the different state 
bankers’ associations be given one delegate 
at each annual meeting of the national asso. 
ciatuon. The amendments prevailed. — 

The associations were instructed to report 
their selections to the president before 3 
o’clock, and the convention adjourned to 
meet tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock.

THE LATEST RUMOR 
CONCERNING THE WIZARD. 


Kallroad Men Speculating as Who Will Be 
Chosen His Successor—Anarchists Pre- 
-pering to Celebrate the Anniversary of 
the Hanging of Their Brethren in 
Chirago—Ives Neither Convieted Nor 
Acquitted—Disappearance of Worthing- 
ton and His Worthy Spouse. 

New York, Sept. 28.— [Special.] Tho ru- 
mor that Jay Gould is not only to retire from 
any further active participation in Wal 
street affairs, but that it was his intention to 
withdraw from the management of his rail- 
roads, was renewed this evening. Many con- 
tradictions have been forthcoming from time 
to time as to the trustworthiness of these re- 
ports, but tonight’s version of Mr, Gould’s 
intentions puts a different phase on the mat- 
ter. 5 

It is understood that the statement relating 
to Mr. Gould’s retirement emanated from a- 
prominent president of a western railroad 
who is in the city on business closely con- 
nécted with the Missouri Pacific. He called 
at the office of that company today. and after 
transa¢ting the business which had induced 
his visit he was told that at the next meeting 
of the Missouri Pacific directors Mr. Gould 
would tender his resignation and suggest the 
nume of his successor, to take effect Oct. 1. 

So confident was the western railroad 
president in his belief that he had been cor- 
rectly informed that he at once telegraphed 
some of his associates in Chicago to inform 
them of the news. He was said to have been 
actuated by the apprehension that if Mr. 
Gould’s intentions were confirmed it 
might change the entire aspect of 

railroad situation in the west. 
When the announcement was sent 
back from Chicago the details connécted 
with it had become so magnified private 
dispatches intimated that ex- President 
Strong bad actually accepted the vacancy 
which Mr. Gould's resignation had made. It 
is only a day or two ago that Mr. Strong de- 
olared in an official interview that he was not 
yot prepared to engage in active busine 
and that it was his intention to enjoy sever 
months of recreation. 

Sull, me difficuity in obtaining confirma- 
tion of the name of the most available candi- 
date to take Mr. Gould’s place does not inter- 
fere with the plausibility of the rumor of 
Mr. Gpuld's retirement. The report was 
generally credited late tonight at the uptown 
hotels where Wall street bankers are accus- 
tomed to assem bie. 2 

It has been known for some time that Mr. 
Gould has relegated all the active duties of

IVES WISHED TO TESTIFY. 


He Thinks the Jury Would Have Acquitted 
Him in That Case. 

New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.|—Henry 8. 
Ives has for the time escuped punishment for 
his leadership in the conspiracy by which an 
overissue of $600,000 worth of the Cincinnati, 
Hamiiton & Dayton railroad stock was made. 
After more than two weeks of an 
elaborate, costly, and exhaustive trial. 
before Recorder Smyth in the court of gen- 
eral sessions the jury has failed to agree 
upon a verdict and has been discharged. The 
jury was out just eighteen hours. At first 
it stood four for acquittal and éight 
for conviction. Subsequent deliberation 
and argument and a “repetition of 
the recorder’s instructions upon one 
of the points of the indictment induced two 
of those who had voted for not guilty to join 
the majority. But there was no further 
change, and the ballots taken as late as half- 

t 11 o’clock this morning still showed 10 to 
Fun no possibility of coming to an agres- 


ment. 

Although the jury at the last stood 10 to 2 
for conviction, it is evident from what 
the jurors say that it was virtually a case 
of eleven obstinate men.“ The two jurors 
who voted tor acquittal were John A. 
Anderson, an insurance broker, and 
Robert Saussy, a freight commission broker. 
Ives, when seen at the Tombs, was quite 
Willing to talk about the case. He said the 
result'surprised him. 

Piu you expect an acquittal?’ 

“No, not since last night, when the jury 
came in for instructions. But 1 thought 
there would be eight or nine for acquittal, I 
had the brains of the jury with me.“ 

“Is it true that you wanted to go on the 
stand and testify?” 

“Yes, but Mr. Brooke would not let me. 
He was afraid that admissions might be 
drawn from me which might be used to 
my prejudice in the trials on the 
other indictments. There are seven 
others. Iam confident that if I had been 
permitted to testify there would have been 
an acquittal. You see the jury dia not un-

Belford, Clarke & Co.'s Failure Leading to 
Many Serious Complications. 

New York, Sept. 25.—[Special./—There 
promises to be lively litigation over the fail- 
ure of Belford, Clarke & Co., book pubiish- 
ers of Chicago, New York, and San Fran- 
cisco. Carter, Hughes & Cravath obtained 
an attachment today from Justice Barrett in 
the supreme court against the firm for 
$34,614 in favor of the Trow Printing and 
Binding ‘company. A similar attachment 
was also issued in Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
and Connecticut, where Belford, Clarke & 
Co. bave assets. Justice Barrett also issued 
attachments against the firm in favor of 
Bulkley, Dunton & Co. for $25,423 and the 
Worthington company for $2,400. 

The attachments in the hands of Deputy 
Sheriff Anderson aggregate over $87,000. 
Anderson today went to the store of Julius 
Hart, bodkseller, at No. 733 Broadway, to at- 
tach the stock there for .

Mrs. Hart claimed 
the business under a bill of sale from her 
husband made last week. Mr. Hart was 
formerly manager for Belford, Clarke & Co., 
and succeeded to a branch of their business 
in May, 1887.

other cities, generaliy carrying about $50,000 
worth of stock im his several stores.

O. A. Brackett of Arlington and William H. 
Haile of Springfield are the names that are 
to head the Republican ticket in this fall’s 
campaign. The state convention so decided 
today, but not until after a prolonged and 
closely contested struggle. Never bas there 
been a larger political gathering of the kind 
in this state. Out of 1,481 delegutes entitled 
to be present only three were wanting. The 
contest turned upon both the governorship 
and the lieutenant governorship, The pres- 
ent lieutenant governor, J. O. A. Brackett, and 
W. W. Crapo were the two aspirants for the 
first place, and the preliminary canvass ha 
been nip and tuck, Each had about an equal 
number of delegates pledged when they en- 
tered the convention this morning, with 
about sixty unpledged ones. The division of 
these latter determined the party’s choice, 
and from them Mr. Brackett received ‘a ma- 
jority of twenty-eight, thus securing the 
nomination. The rivalry was so close that 
every precaution was taken against fraudu- 
lent voting. The best of reeling prevailed, 
however, during the long hours spent over 
the ballot, and considering the close con- 
flict the result was accepted with 
excellent grace. The young and progressive 
element in the party, however, has won a 
signal victory. The lines were not too close- 
ly drawn over the second piace. There were 
four candidates— William H. Haite of Spring- 
field, Myron H. Walker of Beichertown, 
Francis Sewell of Lowell, and George W. 
Johnson of Brookfield. Haile was the candi- 
date favored by the conservative ones, 
Walker was the Grand Army man, and Jew- 
ett and Johnson were urged on local 
grounds. The race was about an equal one 
with Haile, Walker, and Johnson. 
Walker’s friends, however, voted first and 
threw their strength to Haile. This caused a 
stampede and the Springfield man went in 
witha rush. The ticket thus unites both 
divisions of the party. The remainder of the 
ticket inciudes the present officials: Secre- 
tary of State, Henry B. Pierce; State ‘i reas- 
urer, George A. Marden; Auditor, Charies R. 
Doda; Attorney General, Andrew J. Water- 
man. The resolutions on temperance and 
federal officeholders evoked some criticism, 
but there will be few bolters in the party, 
and the Democrats will secure littie of the 
comfort they anticipated from a rupture in 
Republican ranks. 

The platform congratulates the country 
upon the restoration of the government to 
the hands of the purty which has been tried 
and never found wanting, and expresses 
gratifieation at the prudent management of 
the treasury, by which the national debt is 
exting uis reasonable prices and the 
money market protected against speculative 
combinations. Rejoices in the restoration 
of dignity and vigor to the conduct of our 
foreign affairs and cordially approves of the 
thoroughly American policy indicated by 
negotiations with Germany, where firmness 
has taken the place of biuster and brought 
forth honorable peace instead of timorous 
and confused concession, and desires also to 
congratulate the President upon the prac- 
tical wisdom and hovest purpose with which 
he has dealt with the complicated and dif- 
cult matter of appointments. 

It commeuds the policy of the President 
in regard to civil service reform as shown by 
his adherence to the law, by his extending 
its provisions to a large brdnch of the public 
service, and by the character of the commis- 
sion which he has selected to carry opt the

evil of patronage from politics he and his 
commissioners will receive the hearty sup- 
port of the Republicans of Massachusetts 
ana of her representatives and senators.

Jackson, Miss., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—John 
R. Lynch, fourth auditor of the treasury, 
called the Republican state convention to or- 
der, and ex-Senator B. K. Bruce was made 
chairman. Both of them made short parti- 
san speeches. While the committee on cre- 
dentials was out Gen. Chalmers made a long, 
Bitter. and vindictive speech. He denounced 
in unmeasured terms the Democratic state 
administration and roughly criticised Gov. 
Lowry, declaring that he was amenable to 
impeachment to agreater extent than Ames 
was.

TRAIN ROBBERY IN MISSISSIPFI, 


Masked Men Secure $2,700 in Money and 
a Quantity of Registered Letters. 

MoniLx, Ala., Sept. 25.—The Mobile & Onio 
southbound mail and passenger train was 
robbed at 3:10 this morning at Buckatunna, 
Miss., a station seventy miles north of Mo- 
bile. ä 

Just before the train left Buckatunna two 
men mounted behind the tender of the train 
and climbed over, covering the engineer and 
fireman with their revolvers. The robbers 
were disguised, red bandana handkerchiefs 
being tied over the lower part of their faces. 
The leader ordered the engineer to pull out, 
to stop at the bridge, two mules below Buck- 
atunna, and to place the train so that the ex- 
press and mail car should be on the farther 


The train ran rapidly down to the spot in- 
dicated. Then there appeared a third rob- 
ber, alsodisguised. Oneof the thieves en- 
tered the express car and compelled the ex- 
press messenger to hand over the contents 
ot the safe, which amounted to $2,700. The 
money belonged to the Mobile & o rail- 
road company. In the express car was 
$70,000 belonging to the government. T 
the robbers failed to notice. 

The robber leader then compelled W. C. Beil, 
the mailagent, to hand over twenty-four 

kages of registered mail, together with a 
arge pouch. How much was secured m this 
way is not known. 

The conductor then came out to ascertain 
the cause of the trouble and the robbers 
firea upon him. After securing the valu- 
ables mentioned the robbers disappeared in 
the undergrowth by the side of the track. 

The leader of the train robbers is believed 
to be Rube Burrows, a noted desperado, the 
man whom a search for created so much ex- 
citement in the northern part of the state a 
few months ago. At that time it was be- 
lieved he was organizing a 285 to hold up 
some train, ana the Mobile & Ohio company, 
anticipating an attack, armed all its train 
hands with Winchester rifles. This was 
made public. and was doubtless what the 
robber referred to this morning, as he said 
during the progress of robbing the mail car:

W. E. ‘PURDY CHARGED WITH KILL- 
ING SAMUEL KEININGER, 


The Evidence Against the Prisoner at the 
Coroner’s Inquest Points to the Young 
Man's Guilt—Banquet of the Building 
Society Secretaries—A Woman Indicted 
on Two Serious Charges—A Movement 
to Have Public Baths in Chicago—Mis- 
cellaneous Matters. 

The inquest on the body of Samuel E. Rein- 
inger, found near the Pan Handle ratiroad bridge, 
was held at Kensington yesterday afternoon, the 
jury returning à verdict that he met his death by 
gunshot wounds and bruises received from 
weapons in the hands of William Ernest Purdy, 
who was his traveling companion, and the latter 
was held to the grand jury without bail. 

When Capt. Hunt took Purdy to Kensington 
from the Hyde Park station at least 1,500 people 
were on the street in front of the depot. An- 
other big crowd was atthe courtroom. where 
the inquest was heid. Deputy Coroner McSwain 
conducted the inquest, bis jurors being G. H. 
Lane, J. Peacock, J. H. Morris, Owen Sheridan, 
and I. Silverman.

CHICAGO MAY HAVE PUBLIC BATH«s. 


The Matter Being Taken Up itn Many 
Quarters—Information Aaked,. 

A circular has been issued by the Trade and 
Labor assembly to each of the boards of park 
commissioners asking for the establishment of 
one or more public bathing places in the several 
parks of the city. The circular draws attention 
to the large sums expended for driveways, flower 
beds, etc., which have given the parks a charac- 
ter not exdelled by those of any large city. 
Recognizing that bathing is as necessary to pub- 
lic health as such outdoor recreation as skating, 
rowing, racmy, and baseball playing, all of which 
are provided for in the public parks, the circular 
points out the absence of such bathing places as 
an oversight that should be remedied. 

In accordance with the spirit of this circular 
Commissioner Purdy has issued a request to for- 
eign governments for information in regard to 
public baths, their cost and mode of operation. 

Tenement Inspector Andrew Young has pre- 
pared plans of bathhousés to be established 
along the lake shore or in the lakes in the park. 
According to the design each house will be 100 
feet long by 55 feet wide, the structure 
to be tastefully decorated on the outside 
and surmountea by a dome shaped roof. The 
interior of the building calls for dressing rooms, 
offices, and en huge basin eighty-six feet long by 
forty-one feet wide. The i is that the depth 
of this basin shall be from four to five feet, hav- 
ing diving boards, trapeze, and the other ad- 
jancts toa regular swimming school. Numer- 
ous pipes will convey a supply of fresh water 
irom the lake to the basin. Tne dressing rooms 
surrounding the tank, forty-one in number, wiil 
be provided with every requisite. Shower baths 
will also be erected in one of the corners of the 
building. — 

In most of the large cities of England and the 
continent publie bathhouses have been an estab- 
lashed factor for a number of years. As an 
instance of the universal use of these establish- 
ments the number of bathers frequenting tne 
bathhouses of Dubiin was nearly 120,000 during 
the year.

THE NEW CLARK STREET BRIDGE, 


How “The Tribune Savéd the City from a 
Job in the Council. : 

A few words about the new Clark street bridge 
and how Mr. Yerkes came to present it to the 
city. Early in June, 1886. soon after the Yerkes 
syndicate obtained possession of the north side 
street railways an ordinance was introduced in 
the council proposing to give the Yerkes com- 
pany permission to cable those lines, and also 
giving the company the right to use the La Salle 


street tunnel and to run a loop on the south side.

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CLARK STREET BRIDGE. 

Tun TRIBUNE protested against the passage of 
the ordtbance and called attention to the fact that 
it proposed to give the practically exclusive use 
of a public work which cost $1,000,000 to a private 
corporation without a dollar of compensation. This 
protest or remonstrance, or whatever it may be 
Called. was not without its effect. Ald. Walter 
S. Hull offered an amendment providing that the 
street car company should guarantee to the city 
for the tunnel's use a rental of $20,000 minus the 
expense of lighting and ventilating it and keep- 
ing it in repair. 

This was denounced as a dodge and subter- 
fuge by THE TRIBUNE. The company, under the 
ordinance, was to be made the judge of the re- 
pairs needed and the matner of lighting and 
ventilating. The whole $20.000 rentai would be 
spent in this way for the company’s benefit. 

But the ordinance in this shape was presented 
in the council July 6, 1886, and, under the 
leadership of Cullerton, Hull, and Colvin, was 
put through by a vote of 23 to 11. 

‘They found Tae TRIBUNE had some influence 
in that council. Though Colvin, Hull, Cullerton, 
and the score of other aldermen passed the ordi- 
nance it did not become law. 

The day after the ordinance was passed THE 
TRIBUNE editorially called on the mayor (Har- 
rison) to veto the ordinance.

DEATH OF THE REV. FATHER J. P. ROLES. 


Found Dead in a Chair at St. Mary’s Par- 
ish Residence. 

The distinguished Catholic priest, the Rev. 
Joseph P. Roles, rector of St. Mary's 
church, was found dead at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the parish residence, No. 543 Wabash 
avenue, His death was discovered by the house- 
keeper, who, receiving no answer to her knocks 
at his door, entered his room and found him 
dead, sitting in an easy chair. Father 
Roles had been in ill-health only since 
last Saturday when he complained of a severe 
pain in the chest, Sunday the pain was so im- 
tense that ne had toreturn home while on his 
way tochurch to celebrate mass. Father Roles 
retired at 10 oclock Tuesday night aft- 
er a talk on parochial affairs with 
his assistant, Father Gillan, and was seen no 
more until found dead in the morning. Dr. 
Stowell said that death had probably occurred 
about midnight. A coroner's jury decided that 
apoplexy ended the venerable priest's life. 

Father Roles was born in 1830 in Halifax, N. 8. 
His early education was obtained in St. Mary's 
college, Halifax. At the age of 17 be went to 
France and took the philosophical and theolog- 
ical course in the grand seminary at Arras. He 
graduated in 1853 and returned to Halifax, where 
he was ordained as.a priest and became the 
president of St. Mary's college. Subsequently 
ne worked for seven years among the Acadians 
as a missionary. He came to Chicago in 1860 and 
was made vice president of the university of 
Saint Mary's by the Lake. For a year Father 
Roles was pastor of Saint Louis parish, which 
was atterward merged with Saint Mary's. He 
was then placed in charge of the church 
of the Holy Name, which he len in 
1872 to go to Rock Island, III., where he re- 
mained six years. He returned to this city in 
1878 and was given charge of Saint Mary's 
parish, u charge which he retained until the time 
of his death. In addition to his work in the pulpit 
Father Roles was distinguished as the editor and 
publisher of the first Catholic Sunday scnool pa- 

er in America, and also as a transiator of 
French works on theology.

The steeirai! market is beginning to show 
the effects of improvement in general trade. 
Last week’s sales amounted to over 65,000 
tons, the Union Pacific alone having sent in 
an order for 40,000. Prices have stiffened in 
consequence of this new business, accom- 
panied as it is by the confidence of manu- 
facturers that more orders are on the way. 
While rails were quoted at $27 at the mills at 
the beginning of the year, and some sales 
have been made at $25, they sold last week at 
$23.50, with many agents demanding $29 at 
the end of the week, and predicting that no 


‘orders would be filled this week under 8380. 


This is news that will encourage the specu- 


| lators in stocks more than it will the genuine 


owners of railway shares. The former are 
interested solely in market values, the latter 
in net earnings and dividends; and the fact 
that railroads are buying rails in sufficient 
quantities to advance the price §2a ton is 
just the kind of material out of which specu- 
lators manufacture bull arguments for the 
stock market. But the shareholder takes 
a matter of fact view of the trans- 
action and it does not give him un- 
mixed pleasure. He knows that his road has 
been using wornout rails for a year, and re- 
grets that it could not afford three months 
ago to take advantage of the low prices then 
prevailing, instead of being forced to wait 
until the autumn traffic had put a few dollars 
into the treasury. Yet the Union Pacific 
stockholder can congratulate himself. The 
road is buying much nearer the battom than 


any one who has heard its whining repre- 


sentatives at Washington would suppose it 
able to do. 

There is an important difference between 
the present demand for steel rails and that 
which raised the market in 1880 and 1886. 
Then rails were wanted for new roads, and 
the hoidergof railway shares were jubilant, 
having large dividends in their pockets and 
valuable rights in the new mileage pro- 
jected. It was the popular idea that the ex- 
tensive construction of new railroads had its 
business and financial justification in the 
enormous earning capacities of existing rail- 
ways. To make a desert blossom like a rose 


nothing was needed, it was believed, but torun 


a railroad through it, and the fresh rose 
leaves could be easily converted into hand- 
some dividends. Then the demand for rails 
meant that railroading had been and was a 
prosperous business. It has the opposite 
significance now. For eighteen months the 
parsimony of the western railroad manager 
has been notorious. He has not had a great 
many dollars to handle compared with his 
opportunities in the flush times a few years 
ago, but he has made the eagle squeal on 
every one of them. On some roads even the 
salaries of presidents have been cut and on 
ail of them the list of employés has been re- 
duced and expenditures restricted to abso- 
lute and immediate necessities. Asa result 
there is nowacrying veed of new equip- 
ment, new motive power, and new rails. 
Carbuilders have been busy for two months 
after a year of idleness, and now the manu- 
facturers of steel rails are being waked up.

CHIEF CAUSE OF THE SMOKE. NUISANCE. 


The general introduction of elevators, or 
lifts as tte English call them, is the chief 
cause of the present fearful smoke nuisance 
At the time of the. great fire 
steam elevators alone were in use here and 
but few of them. Two energetic manufact- 
urers soon after"1871 began the introduction of 
water ones, the power being furnished by the 
direct pressure of the waier from the street 
mains. They were at first cheaper than the 
old kind, for they needed no boiler and no 
engine and were also safer, and they won 
immediate popularity. But so many were 
constructed and the consequent consumption 
of water was s0 great that each lessened the 
efficiency of the others, as the diminished 
head of the water would not lift them much 
above the first floor. Still, as people pre- 
ferred them to steam elevators, think ng 
them safer and better, their use was con- 
tinued and expanded, the defect with tne 
water supply being remedied either by hav- 
ing a big tank on the roof into which 
water was pumped, or by the use of a force- 
pump to force the water under the cylinders. 
Each of these required an engine and boiler 
and smokestack, so that as much coal was 
used and smoke created asif ali had been 
steam elevators. 

At present there must be over 2,000 eleva- 
tors in the business district bounded by Six- 
teenth street, Halsted street, and Chicago 
avenue, while before the fire there were not 
a hundred, perhaps not fifty. No building 
over two or three stories high can be rented 
for office purposes if without one. Hotels, 
flats, and big boardinzhouses must have 
them. The wholesale houses have each from 
two to a dozen, and the larger retail stores 
find that their customers insist on them. Not 
a new puilding goes up without provision for 
elevators, each of which means more coa! 
partly burnt and more black smoke created. 
It is safe to say that at this time at least 80 
per cent of the smoke nuisancein the busi- 
ness district is due to running elevators. 
But for them that district would be almost 
smokeless during the time of the year when 
it is unnecessary to have fires to heat build- 
| ings. * 

But it would yonsense to talk of doing 
away with elevators. They are more than a 
convenience — they are a necessity of busi- 
ness. If, however, there were a high press- 
ure water system in operation in the business 
districts thousands of smoke nuisances would 
„bo abated, for the power to run the eleva- 
tors would be furnished by the city at half 
what it at present costs and no nuisance 
would be created. The use of coal then 
would be limited to the heating of buildings, 
which has come to be aff incidental employ- 
ment. Power in all its small forms and pur- 
poses would be gotten from the city. The 
ax would be laid at the root of the smoke 
nuisance. There would still be offenders, 
but their number would be comparatively 
small and the authorities would be able to 
make war on and forge them to abate tneir 
smoke. 

At present thas seems to be impossible, be- 
cause all are sinners, and where everybody

elevators are being constantly put in, and 
juries may convict, but what permanent good 
will that do if the on its side does not 
come to the relief of the court by showime 
people how they can get rid of the smoke 
without piling heavy expense and loss on 
themseives? To talk of the substitution of 
anthracite for soft coal is nonsense. Not all 
the courts in existence could force Chica- 
goans to use a fuel which costs twice or 
thrice as much forrunning elevators and for 
manufacturing purposes. 

If the mayor and the aldermen had any 
gumption they would help the community 
by doing what they can to secure a high 
water pressure system, so that citizens who 
are making the smoke nuisance may have 
something to turn to beside the use of smoke- 
consumers which do not always consume, or 
of anthracite. If the city authorities will 
wake up and do what it is easily within their 
power—viz: to establish the high water pres- 
sure system, and the city to own and control 
it, it will take but few indictments and con- 


cloud. If they do not, the courts will have 
to pass on the cases of several thousand of- 
fenders, who, not knowing where to look for 
relief, will ight the suits against. them to 
the bitter end. It is pretty hard to convict a 
whole city full of people if they choose to re- 
sist. And yet the public good and that of 
each individual and family demand that the 
infernal nuisance shall be abated. 


THE IOWA AND PENNSYLVANIA DEMO- 
_CRATIC PLATFORMS AT WAR. 

The Iowa Republicans and prohibitionists 
will not fail to quote the platforin of the 
Pennsylvania Democrats as against the Iowa 
Democracy and thus put bourbon against 
bourbon on the liquor question. Both the 
Iowa and Pennsylvania Democrats oppose 
state prohibition, but they are in hopeless 
conflict as to high license. The Iowa Demo- 
crats demand “in the interest of true tem- 
perance a system of license taxation and 
local option, the tax on saloons to be in no 
case less than $500 and as much more as any 
municipality may see fit to impose. The 
Iowa Democrats have at last come squarely 
aroun’ and given their approval to the Re- 
publican high license law of Illinois, but we 
Pennsylvania Democrats, interpreung the 
defeat of prohibition in that state as voicing 
a demand for free whisky, are bawling lus- 
tily for free liquor and angrily denouncing 
high license and restriction. 

The Pennsylvania Democrats say: We 
„ heartily reject high license as opposed to 
“experience and utterly misleading in its 
„promises,“ both of which assertions are 
lies. There must have been an abundant ar- 
ray of red noses among the Pennsylvania 
bourbons who subscribed to these false state- 
ments. Other deciarations which have a 
Nasby-like respect for truth and facts and 
equally reflect the logic of the taproom 
abound in the liquor plank of the Pennsyl- 
vania Democrats. They even denounce high 
license because it subjects saloons to closer 
police surveillance and tends to concentrate 
Uquorselling in the hands of men who have 
a great deal at stake and. can be 
held to a strict accountability. The 
Pennsylvania bourbons complain also 
that high: license “brings to the 
front the immaterial fact of the num- 
ber who sell and as carefully suppresses 
the significant fact of the amount paid.“ 
Evidently the sore point with the Pennsyl- 
vania Democrats is that high license may 
tend to make liquor higher priced, so that 
While drinkers may pay as much as before 
their supplies are curtailed, and they must 
restrain their thirst. It is this consideration, 
evidentiy, which prompts the Pennsylvaria 
Democrats to denounce high license as a 
makeshift worthy only of those who have 
not the courage to do right nor yet to do 
wrong.” According to the Pennsylvania 
Democrats prohibition is wrong, restriction 
18 wrong, and only free liquor is right, and 
there is no medium ground. A good many 
Iowa Democrats hold the same opinion and 
sympathize with the Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic doctrine rather than that put forth by 
their own state convention. 

While the Pennsylvania Democrats despise 
and revile the platform of the Iowa Demo- 
crate itis only necessary to go back afew 
years to find the Democratic brethren of the 
two states in comparative harmony. Four 
years ago the Iowa Democrats declared in 
effect in favor of the compulsory establish- 
ment of saloons, and affirmed that under no 
circumstances should they be taxed beyond 
a certain small amount. This was a pretty 
close approach to the doctrine of the Penn- 
sylvania Democrats, bat the latter go further 
and condemn any tax on saloons. If high 
license ig an evil and wrong in proportion to 
the amount of the tax penalty exacted the 
only proper policy must be to permit the 
saloons to multiply without any restraint 
and deal out liquor as cheap as it can be sold 
in the unbridled competition of the dram- 
shops. 


A NEW STATE ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 

The senate committee on irrigation and 
reclamation ot arid lands in the course of its 
investigations in the far west has hit upon a 
scheme long talked of in California but com- 
paratively little known to the people this 
side of the Rocky mountains. The plan 
comprehends the acquisition of southern 
California from Mexico and the reclamation 
of a tract of about four million acres of arid 
land in the southern part of California and 
extending south across the boundary line. 
This land is of marvelous natural richness 
and is said to be almost identical with that of 
the Nile delta of Egypt, but without irriga- 
tion it is practically useless, The whole tract, 
however, could be watered from the Colo- 
rado river at comparatively little expense, but 
the only practicable point for cutting a canal 
and tapping the river is across the boundary 
fine in Mexico for a short distance. About 
half the land to be reclaimed is over the line 
in Mexico. For these reasons the acquisi- 
taon of Lower California by the United States 
is made à part of the irrigation project. 

It is also proposed if the peninsula is ac- 
quired by the United States to divide Call- 
fornia into two states on a line following the 
mountains north from Los Angeles. The 
enormous area of California would naturally 
suggest its division in case the peninsula 
should be acquired by this country. Cali- 
fornia now has an area equal to all New En- 
gland together with New York and Pennsyl- 


southern counties, south of the mountain 
range which separates southern California 
from northern, to be detached and added to 
the peninsula in order to make a respectable 
new state of mat strip if it should come into 
the possession of the United States. Mexico 
might be induced to sell the California 
peninsula and get something for a strip of 
country now practically worthless to her 
and which can be made avuilable for agri- 
culture only by an extensive system of irri- 
gation. Mexico cannot undertake such a 
work and the United States could not engage 
in it when about half the land to be 
benefited is outside its jurisdiction, and the 
only available way of getting the water 
supply is below the boundary line. If the 
government is to aid in reciaiming this land 
it must have jurisdiction over the entire 
tract. It is thought that the sired geen

The proverbial ingratitude of republics is par- 
alleled by that of cities. The new double steam- 
turning bridge at Clark street, which was thrown 
open to the public the other day, bears in 
brazen prominence the name of a mayor and of 
the president of a street railway company, but 
leaves “unhonored and unsung the name of 
the true author of the best of all the steel and 
iron structures that span the river and south 
branch and have so lessened the horrors of 
“being bridged.” It was not Cregier nor Yerkes 
to whom citizens owe their new %140,000 bridge, 
but Tae Tribune. Ina statement of recorded 
facts there can be nothing immodestor im 
proper, so this paper sees no harm in jogging the 
popular memory and letting it know where the 
credit belongs. 

Over three years ago an ordinance was intro- 
duced in the council to give a street railway cor- 
poration the use of the La Salle street tunnel 
which had cost the city over half @ million dol- 
lars. In return for this the street railway com- 
pany was to do little more than whitewash and 
light the tunnel. As the aldermen had at an ear- 
lier day given to another street railway company, 
with which Harrison's friend Weeks was con- 
neeved, the Washington street tunnel, which also 
cost the city half a million dollars, without ask- 
ing for a cent of consideration, the cable com- 
pany fancied it would have equally good luck.

Tun Safety Valve gives the following de- 
scription of the process of combustion in the or- 
dihary lighting of a coal flre: The phosphorus 
on the match inflames at tne low temperature of 
150° Fahrenheit, and mere friction ignites it. In 
butning it combines with the oxygen of the air 
and gives out heat enough to raise the sulphur 
on the match to the ignition point of 500°, This 
combines with more oxygen ana gives out suff 
cient heat to raise the temperature of the wood 
in the match to 800°, at which point it combines 
with enough oxygen to give out a temperature of 
1,000°, which raises the coal to the temperature 
required for ignition and the latter takes on 
more oxygen, rising to the temperature of 3,000° 
or more, according to circumstances. The igni- 
tion of the coal is the last in a series of progres- 
sive steps, each increasing in temperature, but 
the oxygen supplied at each stage of the process 
is of the -same initial temperature, and * no 
boiler furnace has ever been builtin which bot 
air was proved to increase the intensity of the 
combustion. The idea of hot air in this case bas 
always been traced to the seemingly similar ap- 
plication in the hot air blast furnace. There, 
however, the case is totally different. The iron 
lies among the coal, and the entering cold air 
before it has combined with the carbon chills the 
iron, thus rendering more coal necessary than if 
the: iron had been heated. If the air could com- 
bine with che coal before it reaches the iron the 
temperature of the air would be a matter of in- 
difference.’’ The preceding is sound philosophy, 
and a study of the principle as here stated may 
remove some of the erroneous notions widely en- 
tertained by men who discuss the smoke nui- 
sance,

THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE REUNION. 


Gen. Sherman Addresses His Old Followers 
at Ciocinnati—Other Speakers. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 25.—The twenty-secon 
annual reunion of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee began its meetmg this morning 
Promptiy at 10 o'clock the members formed in 
line, and with Gens. Sherman, Howard, and 

Dodge at the head,:marched to College hall. 
‘Gen, Sherman, on taking the chair, made no 
formal speech, but Pleasantly congratulated the 
members upon so la an assembly of men in 
such apparent good health. 

Chicago was unanimously selected as the place 
for the next reunion, the time to be announced 
by the president of the society. It was agreed 
that the meeting should be held coincident with 
the unveiling of the Grant monument ia that 
city, the ceremonies of which are to be under the 
auspices of the society. Gen. Andrew Hicken- 

looper of Cincinnati was unanimously chosen as 
orator of the occasion on behalf of the Society of 
the Army of the Tennessee. A} list was read 
of contributions to the amount of each to the 
fund for the erection of an equestrian statue of 
‘Gen. John A. Logan at Washington, D. C. 


The society marched to the chamber of com- 
merceg preceded by a brass band. The a 
‘ance of Gen. Sherman, with Gen. Howard lean- 
ing on bis arm, and Gen. Dodge and Gen. Fisk 
‘following, was greeted with prolonged cheers b 
the throng of members of the chamber. Pre 
dént Brooks introduced Gen. Sherman, who be- 

n by saying thathe was supposed to be ad- 

dressing the merchants of Cincinnati. He would 
say to them that the body of men which came in 
with him represented what was left of that body 
of soldiers organized at Cairo, and who were 
afterward heard from at Fort Donelson, at 
Shiloh, at Corinth, at Vicksburg, at Chattanoo- 


ga, at Atlanta, at Savannah, and until the 
close of the war. It was a body 
of soldiers that never knew de- 


feat: and. said he, “we always looked to Cin- 
cinnati for support. It was for a long time our 

base of supplies, and here we always found 
encouragement and sympathy. We delight to 

return here as often as we may to thank the men 
of Cincinnati for the kindness done to ua by their 
fathers and grandfathers at times when we need- 
ed kindnesses.”’ ä 

Recurring to the early days of small things in 
Cincinnati, which he remembered when a boy, 
and contrasting them with the present time of 
greater things, with revolutionized meth 
trade, he said all these changes were due to the 
energy and wisdom of the businessmen,
